The Exercises at the Congre- 


gational, Methodist and 


Baptist Churches. 


SERVICE IN THE EV0KG. 


Talks on Y. M. C. A. Work. The Flnan- 


cal Condition or the Local Asso- 


ciation. What Society Cave and 


What Is Expected of the Rest. 


Young Men's Christian association Sun- 


day was observed yesterday in the Meth- 
odist, 
Congregational 
and 
Baptist 


churches. Tbe observance is an annual 
event and consists usually of association 
workers occupying the pulpits of the 
churches observing and then tbe congre- 
gations of their meeting in one churcli in 
the evemne for a union service. The ob- 
servance this year was exactly on this 
plan. At all of the services the,work of 
tbe association in the past was set lorth 
and a grand opportunity lor further effort 
was shown to exist. That the local asso- 
ciation may become more useful :t must 
have the recognized association facilities. 
To get these it must have money and on 
these points were the burden of the speak- 
ers' remarks. The association t/ill soon 
move into its building on the tiorner of 
Morris and Summer streets and is DOW in 
a critical period of its history. The silp- 
port of the public ia asked and the finan- 
cial condition of the association is roughly 
given by some of the speakers who are 
reported in the following paragraphs. 


At The Methodist Ctiiirrti. . 


George W, Chase and George M. Darby 


were the speakers present at the Meth- 
odist church. Services were be Id in the 
Sunday school room, tbe church at pres- 
ent undergoing repairs. 
Rev. Dr. G. W. 


Brown conducted them. 
He introduced 


the speakers very ingeniously and said 
some telling words in behalf of the asso- 
ciation. 


George W. Chose was tbe first speaker 


and he felt not away from home in the 
Methodist church. 
Mr. Cha.se expressed 


his gratitude to the Methodist people for 
their sympathy given him in a past time 
of sickness and then talked earnestly 
about the association work. 
He pointed 


out its elevating influences and the power 
for good it is in a community. He said 
the town was now interesting itself in tbe 
purity of its water supply, but the purity 
of its boys was something of much more 
importance. All should, assist the associ- 
ation for it wes for the young men. Mr. 
Chase thought parents conld not make a 
better investment than helping the asso- 
ciation for it elevated the boys who -were 
the companions of their boys. 


Mr. Darby thought there were 1008 boys 


in this community who have not a church 
home and for these the association existed. 
What a power for good these boys could 
be, he said. He spoke of the straits the 
local association hasmlways been in "and 
saw some prospect for the future. He 
said never before was the work of the 
auxiliary more required. In closing he 
said, "We want a Home; you can help us. 
You can help us by your prayers, your 
influence and your means. 


A*, the Baptist Charcir. 


The exerpises at the Baptist church 


were attended by a rather small but 
attentive audience, Rev. Mr. Penney in 
a few words introduced the speakers. 
Thomas W, Sykes said he came there to 
arouse an interest in this work; that he 
was convinced everybody in the church 
knew the work was a good thing and he 
asked for their co-operation. It is a good 
thing for young people to congregate 
together, as a few good people can 
counteract the evil influences of a large 
number. He believed that a Y. M. C. A. 
should be founded as a club. He thought 
it was an institution that paid, by elevat- 
ing the thoughts and making the mem- 
bers better citizens. 


Lewis Perkins, the next speafeer, said 


the work of the association in this town 
has prospered against great difficulties. 
He thought that the institution paid and 
would continue to pay, because of its 
beneficial influence on younc people. 
There never was so many influences 
working in connection with the church 
as now, he said, and he gave an account 
of the great growth and prosperity of the 
association in every clime. 


W. W. Butler spoke next. At the opening 


of his remarks he said that he bad not pre- 
pared anything bnt had come there to 
speak exactly as he felt. He reviewed 
the history of the local organization from 
its infancy as he was one of the charter 
members. He related the experiences of 
a young man who had been aided by this 
association. The influence of a Y. M. C. 
A. tended toward and iurthered unison in 
the different churches. On this point he 
spoke very emphatically. After his re- 
marks the collection was taken up and 
the exercises were concluded. 


At the Congregational Church. 


The intense heat yesterday prevented a 


large audience at the Congregational 
church. The services were led by B. L. 
Chase on the part of the congregation, 
who introduced Secretary Frederick 
White of the state Y. M. C. A. associa- 
tion. Mr. White spoke briefly of the 
general work and usefulness of the asso- 
ciation and its wonderful growth under 
God's blessing. Mr. Dennett presented 
the claims of the North Adams Y. M. C. 
A, to the people of this town in a thought- 
ful and earnest way. The substance of 
the remarks of both gentlemen will be 
found elsewhere in a report of the even- 
ing service. The singing of Miles Brace- 
well was a pleasing part of the services. 


The Union Service*. 


The union service at the Baptist church 


in the evening was not so largely attended 
as union services usually are, which was 
doubtless due to the excessive heat. The 
musical program included a flute solo by 
William Phillips and a baritone solo by 
Maurice Phillips. Prayer was offered by 
Rev. Dr. G. W. Brown. The first speaker 
was Frederick White of Boston, assistant 
state secretary of the Y. M. C. A. 


Mr. White's Remarks). 


Mr. White began by telling about an 


old man in New York state who after in- 
vesting a quarter of a million dollars in 
Y. M. C. A. work said "it pays." The as- 
sociation, said Mr. White, keeps its doors 
open to young men seven days In the 
week and is for their spiritual, social and 
intellectual gocd. It stands for the all- 
round development of young men. 


Such efforts 
as this must 
be 
bios- 


aed 
of God and must pay. Many 


young men are coming to your city 
to live. They come, 
many of them, 


from the country,' and in the changed 
conditions 
they 
find 
here 
the 


association ought to be a great help to 
them. It helps them find boarding houses 
and employment, and its work of visiting 
the sick is very valuable. Only those who 
have been sick in a boarding house can 
know what this means. Tbe educational 
work of the association is also an import- 
ant brand). There are more students in 
the educational departments of the Young 
Men's Christian 
associations of 
the 


country than are in all the colleges. And 
through this branch many young men are 
led to conversion. In a Pennsylvania 
town last year twenty young men were 
converted by one association and they al] 
began ir. the educational department. It 
taUes young men-to get hold of young 
men, and the Y. M. C. A.'is especially 
adapted for this work. In Massachusetts 
last year 17,000 young men were converted 
through the work of the Y. M. C. A. Tbe 
training classes for Christian workers 
are doing excellent work and as a 
result many of their students have 
entered the ministry. It was early 
recognized that these associations needed 
special 
buildings 
for 
their 
work, 


and these began to be erected about, 1S6S. 
Now there are 301 association buildings in 
the country representing over 118,000,000 
in value. A building gives permanency 
to the work of an association and shows 
that it has come to stay, nnd is highly ad- 
vantageous in many other 
ways* 
It 


enlarges the usefulness of tbe association 
and increases the membership. 
Mr. 


White thought that in view of its work it 
was not too much for any association to 
•jilt for a building, and he rejoiced in com- 
mon with the people here in the fact that 
North Adams' Y. M. C. A. ia so soon to 
have a home of its own. 


C. W. Dennct*. 


C. W. Dennett was the next speaker. 


He said some think the 
increase 
of 


Christian Endeavor nnd other religious 
societies make tbe Y. M. C. A. less neces- 
sary than formerly, but he did not agree 
with this view. We are all proud of the 
town, said Mr. Dennett, and it has a repu- 
tation all through the state as a very smart 
industrial town, but if we have nothing 
but industrial and material prosperity 
what does it amount to? A town has no 
more right to seek only material gain than 
an individual has, and no one thinks very 
much of a miser. Our material prosper- 
ity will amount to but little if we do not 
have a corresponding uplifting of tbe 
community in religion and morality. And 
the Y. M. C. A. is a very impoitant factor 
in this uplifting work. 
Some think the 


world ia growing better on general prin- 
ciples, but it cannot grow better without 
the work of such institutions as the 
church and the Y. M. C. A. 
There must 


be no half-hearted work. 
This year, 


When the town is to become a city, is a 
good time to put theY. M. C. A. on a 
permanent basis for effective work. 
A 


good beginning has been made and it 
should be a pleasure to all to assist in an 
enterprise wnfeB iftso clearly Tor the good 
of the town, and especially of its young 
men. 
George W. Cbase. 


Mr. Chase said the Y. M. C. A. did a 


good work last year in spite of poor ac- 
commodations. We are proud of our 
churches and Sunday schools, but a dis- 
tinctive work for young men is needed 
here1' as much as in any town in the 
United States. The saloons pay nearly 
$35,000 a year for the privilege of ruining 
young men, and certainly the people 
ought to be willing to pay the expenses 
of an association whose work is to save 
them. If we put as much money into 
the work as is put into licenses we should 
have a revival tbe year around. We want 
this movement for the purchase of a Y. 
M. C. A., building to enter into the life of 
every mill, woman and child in North 
Adams, Seventy persons have given $10,- 
.000 and the rest of the community ought 
willingly to give the $6,000 or $7,000 
still needed. 
This is church work 


and the church will back it up. AH will 
be given an opportunity to contribute and 
tbo opportunity is one that should be em- 
braced by all.

CAUCUS. 


Tomorrow evening, September 24, at 


7.30 
9'clock, the Republicans of North 


Adams are requested to meet in caucus at 
Odd Fellows' hall to elect delegates to the 
Republican state, county, councillor, dis- 
trict attorney, senatorial and representa- 
tive conventions. 


The importance of the caucus is by no 


means fully realized by the general voter. 
In some way or other election day is sup- 
posed to be the one day of first import- 
ance in our American politics. Now this 
is a wrong and harmful idea. Out of the 
common neglact of the party caucus has 
come, it is safe to say, a very large pro- 
portion of the corruption and evils 
ifj American politics. In New T?ork 
cit.v a, few years ago an investigation 
showed that the city's corrupt and vicious 
office-holders were nominated by caucuses 
in many cases attended by less than one 
in fifty of the legal voters. The fact was 
that the decent citizens of New York 
city absented themselves from the cau- 
cuses while the rummies and boodle- 
politicians manipulated the primaries in 
the absence of decency and M> controlled 
the city year after year. Our municipal 
experience in this country could furnish 
volrmes of evidence showing that the 
caucus is the means by which the worst 
political elements are left to secure" posi- 
tion and strength without even a show of 
resistance by the better citizens. The 
neglect and carelessness of our best 
classes for the caucus has introduced more 
evil and contamination into American 
politics than any other one cause. Elec- 
tion is only the confirmation of the work 
of the caucus, and if the caucus bas not 
received the careful and conscientious 
attention of good citizens, election day is 
a time too late to remedy the evil. 


It is as much the duty of every Christian 


man to attend his caucus as it is his 
prayer meeting. It is as much the duty 
of every householder to look out for good 
government in his community through 
the caucus as it is for him to provide well 
for his family. It is aa much the duty of 
every young man to take a part and inter- 
est in the caucus as it is for him to take 
pride in the country's flag. In short, the 
caucus is the place to prepare for good 
politics and good government. It is the 
vital thing in our politics, because it is 
there that good or bad candidates and 
platforms are determined. 
It will be a 


happy day for this country when the 
American people wake up to a full sense 
of the importance of the caucus. 


The above observations are not made 


because North Adams is a smaller New 
York with a small Tammany Hall. But 
the caucus is of the same importance 
here as elsewhere, and if any citizen has a 
preference for any candidate tomorrow 
evening is the time to express it. If any 
Republican in North Adams has a favor- 
ite candidate for the legislature, tomor- 
row evening's caucus is the place and 
time to work for that favorite. If North 
Adams has a preference to express in the 
vexed question of councillor, tomorrow 
evening is the time to do it. In short, to- 
morrow's caucus, is the place lor every 
Republican voter to be and know what is 
going on—either to be assured that the 
delgates elected are to vote in the conven- 
tions for certain candidates, or that those 
delegates are snch representative men of 
the party as can be trusted to do the 
right thing in the conventions without 
previous instructions. And the Republi- 
can who does not attend the caucus to- 
morrow evening may be certain of this— 
that he has no right to object to tbe work 
of the caucus it he himself does not take 
enough interest to be present.

terests. The extract is taken from an 
article showing that experts difl'er very 
widely in their analysis of the same water 
After showing how the National Board o 
Health differed in the analysis of various 
samples of water submitted, the Sanitar 
ian gives the following example of analy 
sis, enough to shake tbe faith of any 
one in the absolute certainty of any water 
analysis. 


"Th« most remarkable of all the tests 
w«re with twenty simples of good water 
to which, were added various pollutions 
such as sewage from various sources 
black vomit and like offensive and poison 
ous substances. Only eight of these sam 
pics, less than half, were condemned by 
all tbe processes; as to nine the reports 
did not agree, and three the processes 
actually concurred in pronouncing good. 
Water, to which enough of a weak 
mixed sewage from a large public sewer 
had been added to create, it was be- 
lieved, serious danger of typhoid, was 
pronounced to be of 'groat organic purity' 


The Morton boom was formally launched 
in Chattanooga Thursday night in a 
speech made by Senator O'Connor at a 
serenade given the governor by New 
York people then present in that city.

AN URGENT APPEAL 


For Men to Vote Against Granting Municipal 


Suffrage to Women. 


BOSTON, Sept. 23.—That the fair sex is 


not a unit for granting municipal suf- 
frage to women is evident by tho follow- 
ing manifesto teat out b> the Massachu- 
setts association opposed to suffrage for 
women: 
To the People ot Massachusetts :— 


The Wellman bill, enacted by th« last legis- 


lature, gives the opportunity to all men and 
women qualified to vote for members of school 
committees to express their opinion on the 
question. "la it expedient that municipal suf- 
frage be offered to women'-" 


This bill ia not rightly called a referendum, 


for it proposes no change in our Uws, but pro- 
vides merely for an expression of opinion by 
vote. Its practical result will be its influence 
on future legislatures. 


We urge the duty upon all women to inter- 


est tuerasetves in this question, and to aid the 
formation of a right public opinion thereupon; 
and we call upon .ill men voters to justify tho 
present suffrage status T)y nil overwhelming 
"no" 
at the polls in November. 


We do not ur,ge women opposed to the fur- 


ther extension of the. suffrage to vote. We 
affirm that the burden of proof rests with the 
suffragists. We declare that the silence of our 
sex at the polls will not mean consent, but op- 
position or indifference. 


We find tangibls proof that the women of 
this state do not desire the ballot in their gen- 
eral indifference to fachool suffrage, which has 
failed to rouse their zeul aad interest during 
the many years of its existence, while some 
time before such b^ffrage was established tha 
valuable services of women on the school 
boards hnd bejn secured by the votes of men. 


We believe that the extension to women o£ 


Iniinicioal snff r ige would be a danger to tha 
state, for which no compensating advantages 
are shown. 


We believe the present division of labor and 


responsibility between tuo sexes to be founded 
on reason and on the laws ot nature, and while 
freelv admitting that a higher standard of pa- 
triotic and civic duty is needed by both men 
and women, we affirm our belief that it must 
be brought about by »n advance In civilization 
and in education, and that this alvance would 
be impeded rather tha.i helped by the compli- 
cations resulting from municipal suffra-je.

ST. JOHN'S, N. F., Sept. 23.-Fallure, 


starvation and misery is written large on 
the record, of Peary's expedition, which 
reached here Saturday. The relief steamef 
Kite, bringing Peary, Lee and Hanson 
gate home, entered port at 1 o'clock and 
came up the harbor with all her flags fly- 
insc. 


Lieutenant Peary and his companions 


of the Greenland expedition-have but little 
to say in regard to their experiences. The 
overland expedition to Independence bay, 
It is learned, was not only not as satis- 
factory as has been'anticipated, "but came 
very near to resulting fatally to Peary and 
the other two. They started late in March 
on this journey, and after reaching Inde- 
pendence bay were unable to proceed more 
than a tew miles along the coast, just be- 
yond their former stopping place. They 
reached the top of a mountain, and were 
unable to proceed further on account of 
the precipitous nature of the descent.

along. Out of 49 doffs which started only 
one Teturned alive, and all five sledges 
were abandoned during the two days just 
prior" to the'^return of the party to1 Anni- 
versary lodge. 


Their safe return they looked upon as 


almost a miracle, as during those1 last two 
days hardly a partacle of food passed the 
mouths of any of the men, and the strug- 
gle to reach toielr homes was one of ever 
increasing suffering. When the relief ex- 
pedition rcfSched Anniversary lodge, the 
Peary party were showing marked evi- 
dences of their terrible -experiences. 


Waiting at Whale's Sound. 


When the Kite reached Whale sound, on 


Aug. 3, Lieutenant Peary, Hugh J. Lee 
and their colored servant, Matt Henson, 
were found waiting for it. The party had 
only 10 days before returned from their 
great overland expedition, which had 
proven a comparative failure. Lieutenant 
Peary and tho other two started late in 
March and made their way to Independ- 
ence bay, which is the most northerly 
point of Greenland, which he had reached 
on his previous expedition. Independence 
bay was reached early in June. 


All three of those who participated in 


the journey were greatly reduced from 
the lack of food, and were obliged to 
abandon the attempt to make further 
progress. 
In this respect their year's 


work was but a repetition of last year's 
failure, although the weather experienced 
was much more favorable this year than 
last. 


The Kit* experienced splendid weather 


In the north, and started out to explore 
the west sjao o£ Smith sound, -after ^pick- 
ing up Lieutenant Peary and his' com- 
panions, aid discovered many new'har- 
bors. She traversed the whole coast, visit- 
ing Jones sound. Cape Sabina and Little- 
ton island. 


The Kite sailed from St. John's on 


July 11 for Peary's headquarters iu Inglo- 
fleld gulf, Greenland. ^ On board 
the 


steamer were a company of scientists, 
under the direction of Emil Diebitch, a 
brother of Mrs. Peary. At the time of 
sailing hope was expressed that the party 
would be back to St. John's by the end of 
September, and the arrival of the steamer 
justifies the expectation. _
